No Cause For Worry 


Short Mental Lapse Means Brain Is 
Taking A Rest - f 

If you are hard at work, and your 
mind goes blank for a morient, don’t 
give it a thought. 

Your mind isn’t slipping; it’s rest- 
ing, according to Prof. Arthur G. 
Bills, who recently determined, in ex- 
periments conducted at the Univers- 
ity of Chicago, that everyone has this 
“mental blank” trouble. 

A laborer can work his muscles 
steadily, but eventually exhaustion 
forces him to rest. A mental worker, 
on the other hand, can work hour 
after. hour without exhaustion be- 
cause his mind rests itself. In a 
normal adult who is not physically 
fatigued, enforced rest periods, dur- 
ing which no amount of effort will 
carry on the train of thought, occur 
three to five a minute. They are 
usually brief—a second or less. A 
tired person, however, may “block” 
for two or three seconds and as often 
as eight or ten times a minute. In 
this fashion the brain steals cat naps 
averaging about one sixth of its 
working time, or an hour and twenty 
minutes in an eight-hour working 
day.—Literary Digest.

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W, Sanford Evans, Winnipeg grain 
marketing authority and a member 
of the Stamp commission of 1931, 
and /W. J. Dowler, president of ‘the 
Winnipeg Grain Exchange, were the 
two witnesses heard by the com- 
mission. 

Both Mr. Evans and Mr. Dowler 
supported the open market and 
futures method of trading as being 
the most beneficial. to the industry 
and hoth were critical of govern- 
ment agencies stepping into the 
market after the world-wide depres- 
sion started in 1929. 

Mr. Evans, first witness of the 
week, urged development of known 
markets for disposal of grain be- 
cause, he said, the finding of “new” 
markets where Canadian wheat was 
unknown would be difficult. He 
deprecated barter arrangements, de- 
claring fluctuations of Canadian 
crops might make it impossible for 
Canada to fulfill her part of the 
bargain in years of short crops. 

Wheat Has Been Sold

The Unemployed Youth Problem 


A most important contribution to the problem of providing for the care 
of the unemployed will have been made if the youth division of the Federal) 
Unemployment Commission under Alan Chambers is able to make feasible 
suggestions for the absorption of unemployed young men and women by 
industry. 

Absorption by industry is mentioned as a sine qua non to the solution 
of this problem because it is only in this way that the problem of unem- 
ployed youth can be solved permanently and in a satisfactory manner. All 
other plans can be nothing more than temvorary palliatives. 

This section of the Unemployment Commission has already made an 
interim report to the Federal government and it is reported that the cabinet 
at Ottawa, at the time of writing, is busily engaged considering the pro- 
posals contained in the report, presumably with a view to putting into effect 
as speedily as posSible those suggestions which may be deemed timely and 
appropriate. 

One of the most interesting and important recommendations in the re- 
port is a proposal for the establishment of a system of apprenticeship in 
co-operation with industrial concerns and, for more reasons than one, this 
may be regarded as one of the most satisfactory feafutes of the proposals. 

In the first place a system of apprenticeship would constitute a step 
in the direction of a permanent solution of the problem for those young 
men and women who would participate. 

In the second place an apprenticeship system would solve a problem 
which industry is facing in the near future, namely a shortage of skilled 
help. This ig a problem which is already looming on the industrial horizon 
and one which is likely to become acute within the next three or four years, 
in the opinion of observers. Unless industry itself takes the initiative, 
without government aid, the country’is likely to witness, in the near future, 
the anomalous spectacle of thousands of young people ready and presum- 
ably educationally\equipped for a life» vocation on the one hand and, on the 
other hand, industry clamoring for technically trained help but unwilling 
to take those availa’ cause they are not experienced. 

This pending situation leads one to speculate as to the efficiency of the 
training conducted in the public technical and vocational training schools 
of the country. Are they fulfilling the purpose for which they were estab- 
lished and partially endowed with funds from the Federal treasury? 

Some doubt may be expressed in the answer to this question in the 
light of present day experience. Parents find, after their sons have com- 
pleted a course in these schools that, even where there are vacancies to be 
filled, the industry for which these lads have presumably been trained are 
not willing to take them because they are “inexperienced”. 

In illustration one might cite the automobile industry, an industry 
which has been reasonably busy, at least during the last couple of years, 
despite the depression and is showing increasing signs of virility. Yet, when 
there are vacancies in automobile repair and service shops, foremen look 
around for men who have been previously engaged in this class of work 
and take them on rather than the youthful products of motor engineering 
classes in the technical schools because the former are experienced. 

These foremen point out, and presumably with justification, that they 
cannot fill a vacancy in their shops with one of these young men because 
they could not charge their customers the time it would take them to do 
a repair job, even though they were drawing a low wage. Presumably this 
condition will exist until the last available experienced man has been 
absorbed and the industry is forced to take on youths turned out by the 
technical schools with a completed course to their credit. 

In the meantime, the vocational schools are turning out young men 
apparently equipped to take their place in the industrial world only to find 
there are no jobs for them or that they must take some other work which 
could be undertaken by those who have had no vocational training. 

All of which leads to the impression that some effort will have to be 
made in the vocational schools to conduct the work on a more practicable 
basis than has hitherto been available, so that when youths leave to adven- 
ture into the world of industry they will at least be as well qualified as 
second or third year apprentices. 

This may mean remodelling the classes in the vocational schools under 
changed conditions or other changes will have to be made in the system 
of training through a hook-up with industrial concerns. 

It might also be said without contradiction that industry itself has been 
short-sighted ir not having provided for future requirements by establish- 
ing a system of apprenticeship on its own account on a general scale:

Pure African Air Makes Powerful 
Beacon Light Invisible 

Every night a 3,000-foot beam of 
light is thrown into the sky at the 
Empire Exhibition at Johannesburg, 
South Africa, by a 14,000,000-candle- 
power beacon—yet no one can see it! 

The Johannesburg climate is to 
blame. It has beaten the engineers 
who set out to make the beam visible 
for 100 miles. They installed the 
apparatus in a hollow tower, 150 feet 
high and dominating the entire ex- 
hibition. This they called the Tower 
of Light. 

Their plans. have miscarried. All 
spectators can see on a cloudless 
night is the glow of the stars, even 
when the light is fully switched on. 
.This paradox is caused by the 
purity of Johannesburg's air. There 
are no humidity, no dust and no low 
clouds for the light to be reflected 
against—and light is invisible unless 
it is reflected, a scientist has ex- 
plained to the exhibition authorities.

At the same time Sir Philip Sas- 
soon, under-secretary for air, re- 
ferred to the government's aeroplane 
manufacturing plan in a speech at a 
Conservative meeting. 

“There is a good deal of misunder- 
standing regarding the plan,” he 
said. “People felt and said it was 
not a very good scheme because it 
would mean that destruction of one 
factory might dislocate the whole 
project. 

“This is not so. At present these 
factories are being used to do cer- 
tain definite jobs and furnish a cer- 
tain quantity of engines that are 
vitally needed for our expansion 
scheme, but it is entirely a peace- 
time job. In wartime it would be 
possible to make arrangements and 
allocations of work and production 
between these factories so that ‘the 
destructoin of one, or even several, 
links in the chain would not dislocate 
the chain of production.” 


Mandated Territories 


Non-Official Committee Thinks Re- 
distribution Would Only Lead 
To Trouble 

Redistribution of African man- 
dated territory would only add im- 
petus to the armaments race and en- 
gender new conflicts which would 
spread beyond the confines of Europe, 
a non-official committee made up of 
interested parties in Great Britain 
and South Africa has reported. . 

The committee's memorandum, 
submitted to parliament, said estab- 
lishment of German air bases in 
Tanganyika would threaten com- 
munications with South Africa and 
that creation of a German naval base 
in former German colonies would 
menace empire shipping routes. 

The memorandum recalled’ the 
German propaganda minister, Paul 
Goebbels, had said the four basic ma- 
terials in modern industry were cot- 
ton, coal, iron and oil. It remarked 
the total production of all the Afri- 
can colonies: did not represent more 
than four per cent. of the world out- 
put, of these products.

Underground Parking For London 


Would Help To Relieve Traffic Prob- 
lem In Metropolis 

The world’s metropolis may soon 
have underground parking areas.

It was unfortunate, Mr, Clarry 
told the Ontario associated boards 
of trade, that although Canada was 
endowed with enormous deposits of 
coal, there were situated in the ex- 
/ treme western and eastern sections, 
while Ontario and Quebec, in: which 
resided the great buik of population 
and which was highly industrialized, 
had to import their entire coal re- 
quirements. 

Alberta contained the largest coal 
reserves, some geologists estimating 
that the province possessed 14 per 
cent. of the cogl of the world and 72 
per cent of the reserves of the Bri- 
tish Empire. <A. conservative esti- 
mate, said the speaker; was 40,200,- 
000,000 tons. 

“Notwithstanding these huge coal 
reserves, Canada is importing each 
year, chiefly to Ontario and Quebec, 
upwards of 12,000,000 tons annually.” 

While the tonnage produced by Al- 
berta mines last year was 5,464,973, 
with a value of $13,946,000, a great 
majority of the mines work for part 
of the year only due to lack of mar- 
kets. 

“Alberta has, however, captured 
the markets of western Canada and 
for -some years has been making an 
effort to supply at least a portion of 
Ontario’s. requirements,” Mr. Clarry 
continued. 

Assistance by way of subventions 
to Nova Scotia and Alberta mines 
was not sufficient to dislodge any 
very appreciable quantity of Ameri- 
ean anthracite although the move- 
ment of Nova Scotia bituminous coal 
to Ontario and Quebec had been sub- 
stantial in the past few years. Mr. 
Clarry believed such ~ assistance 
should be extended. 

“Canada should frame a fuel policy 
that would make every one of our 
provinces independent of foreign 
countries in its fuel requirements,” 
declared the Albertan. .“If strikes or 
other disturbances in the coal min- 
ing areas of the United States and 
shipments of coal stopped to Canada, 
Ontario and Quebec would never feel 
the effects of it if we build up a 
smooth-running marketing system 
wherein coal from Alberta and Nova 
Scotia would be available at all 
times,” 


To Check Weed Spread 


Canada Has Issued Prohibited List 
Under Seeds Act 

It is believed that eighty per cent. 
of the many varieties of weeds now 
found in Canada were introduced into 
this country from’ Europe, principally 
through the medium of imported 
seed, ; 

With the object of checking the 
spread of some of the more trouble- 
some weeds already established, and 
of preventing the introduction into 
Canada of bad weeds from other 
countries, a “prohibited list” of weeds 
has been included in a recent revision 
of the regulations under the Seeds 
Act, and it is now unlawful to sell 
in Canada any seed containing the 
seeds of “prohibited weeds.” 

This “prohibited: list” as at pres 
ent constituted includes Field bind- 
weed, Dodder, Johnson grass, Hoary 
cress, Leafy spurge and Russian 
knapweed. Field bind-weed and 
Dodder are already established in 
Canada but infestations are limited 
to particular localities. The other 
weeds of the “prohibited list,” if at 
all known in Canada, are present to 
only a slight extent. 

As occasion requires additions will 
be made to the “prohibited list’’ in 
order to protect Canada against the 
introduction from outside sources of 
new and objectionable weeds.

Potatoes In Poultry Rations 


Test Showed They Can Be Used 
With Economic Safety 

The question is often asked as to 
the value of potatoes in rations for 
chickens. Many farm flocks are fed 
cull potatoes, during the winter 
months, a mash being made by cook- 
ing the potatoes and mixing with 
cornmeal or other feed. There is no 
doubt that the hens like such stuff, 
but the charge has been made that 
it merely filled up the hens with non- 
egg-forming food. 

D. C. Kennard, poultryman at the 
Ohio station, has been figuring out 
this matter, and finds that the 30 
per cent, of dry matter in the pota- 
toes is practically the same as corn 
and wheat, so far as protein carbo- 
hydrates and digestible nutrients are 
concerned. To figure the relative 
money value oft potatoes for feeding, 
divide the current price of corn or 
wheat per bushel by 4.5. There seems 
to be no doubt that, for growth or 
fattening, cooked potatoes may be 
used to advantage if cheap enough. 

The effect on egg production is 
something that is of prime concern 
to commercial egg producers. A line 
on this may be had from the follow- 
ing report of a test with three 
groups’ of 50 White Leghorn pullets 
each:—Thé first group feceived the 
regular ration without potatoes, a 
second group received the same ra- 
tion plus 30 per cent. boiled potatoes, 
and a third group received the regu- 
lar ration plus a part of the dry 
mash fed as a wet mash. The egg 
production of the first and second 
groups was practically the same. 
This permits a direct comparison of 
their feed consumption. 

The third group of layers, which 
received the regular ration with wet 
magh, laid 11 per cent. less eggs and 
consumed slightly more dry feed than 
either of the other groups. 

From these results it would appear 
that, when available, potatoes may 
be fed with economic safety, and Mr. 
Kennard believes that they may con- 
stitute one-half of the moist mash 
by weight.

English Factory Agrees To Turn Out 
Quieter Motorcycles 
Motor traffic is noisy enough, 
goodness knows, but motorcycle 
traffic is usually even noisier and 
some of the motorcycles which bark 
and snort through the streets, par- 
ticularly during the night hours, 
should be placed in the pound. 
Realizing this and acting upon 
representations made by the British 
Ministry of Transport, the British 
Motorcycle Manufactures’ Union has 
now given an undertaking to the 
ministry that no motorcycle “making 
a noise that could be described as 
offensive” will be hereafter allowed 
to leave their works. Only racing 
and speedway cycles are excepted. 
This news will probably be hailed 
with delight by the British public, 
especially in view of the large num- 
ber of motorcycles which are in 
commission in that country. 
Canadians would be glad to have 
similar assurances from the manu- 
facturers of this country. Even more 
welcome, however, would be word 
from the producers of motor trucks 
and transports that they had suc- 
ceeded in evolving noiseless vehicles.

“I know we do catch quite a few 
small birds when we have six. hun- 
gry mouths to fill, especially if birds 
are numerous and easier..to catch 
than mice, but really they form but 
a small part of our menu, and we do 
much good by destroying moths and 
beetles and mice. 
about one-fifth of our food, even dur- 
ing nesting time. After all, when 
we catch one of a pair of birds the 
survivor gets a new mate so fast that 
it scarcely makes any difference ,in 
his life, and he is still able to repro- 
duce his kind that year. If none of 
the small birds was ever killed, there 
soon would be no place for them in 
this world. A single pair of robins 
in five years might increase to over 
15,000."—-New York Times.

Hamilton, Ontario, like Moscow 
has its Kremlin. The Hamilton one 
is neither as big nor as lasting as 
the Russian one—but it is almost as 
beautiful. The Moscow structure is 
credited with being so beautiful that 
Ivan the Terrible, 300 years ago put 
out the eyes of the architect so that 
he could not devise anything as fine. 

Hamilton’s Kremlin is made of 
sugar, glass and wood, but mostly 
sugar. It is about six feet long and| 
almost as high and takes up the| 
greater part of a room in the home 
of Thomas H. Hammell, 40 Leinster 
Avenue, who constructed it. Mr. 
Hammell is a brother of Jack Ham- 
mell, noted mining magnate. 

‘I have been doing this sort of 
thing all my life as a hobby,” Mr. 
Hammell told a reporter. “Over 40 
years ago, before I left Hamilton for 
Hollywood, I made a sugar replica of 
the City Hall.

Healthy Stock Necéssary 


Only Real Foundation To Ensure 
A rapid and effective means of| 
improving farm poultry flocks is’ 
through the application of the Do- 
minion hatchery regulations, To lay 
the foundation of a profitable farm 
flock, it is necessary to start with 
healthy stock. To enable the farmer 
to obtain this kind of stock, regula- 
tions for the control of hatcheries 
were drawn up, with the co-opera- 
tion of. several of the provinces. 

These hatchery regulations provide 
for the following—1, all commercial 
hatcheries of over 1,000 egg capacity 
to obtain their hatching eggs from 
approved flocks and to operate under 
Dominion supervision as _ regards 
hatchery conduct, operation, and ad- 
vertising; and 2, approval of flocks| 
as sources of hatchery eggs to be 
under provincial supervision. 

The farm flock may be started by: 
1, the purchase of hatching eggs; 2, 
of day-old chicks; 3, of pullets ready} 
to lay; and 4, of adult breeding 
stock. A great deal of annoyance 
and loss may be obviated by pur- 
chasing from R.O.P. (Record of Per- 
formance) or approved flocks. 

For the individual farmer or for 
the professional poultry breeder in| 
Canada there is no lack of definite 
and authentic information on the 
rearing of poultry through the free 
circulation of pamphlets and reports.

It has been esti- 
mated that the average hen laying 
200 eggs in a year is producing five 
times her own weight in eggs dur- 
ing that period and that seems like 
a good deal for one average hen to 
do, and yet there are plenty of hens 
to-day which have stepped away be- 
yond the 200-per-year mark. 

Somehow we are inclined to hope 
that hen in Japan fools the people 
who are figuring she is good enough 
to lay more than 360 eggs in a year. 
Possibly they have in mind one egg 
per day for the full year and after 
that is reached the next step will 
be to get two eggs per day.

ease In Population Of 


May Be Responsible 


Troubles 


Two research workers have count- 
ed noses throughout the world, have 
figured trends and have come to the 
conclusion that the peak of world 
population probably would be reach- 
ed in 2100 with 2,645,500,000, 

Present population was placed at 
2,073,300,000, and increase of nearly 
five-fold over the 445,000,000 in the 


world in 1630, the earliest time of a 
recorded estimate. 


The present rate of growth is ap- 


proximately one per cent. annually, 


but the research workers do not’ ex- 


pect this rate to continue long and 
believe that in shortly more than a 
century and a half the top will be 


reached. 
The scientists who made the count 


are Dr. Raymond Pearl and Sophia 
A. Gould of the John Hopkins Uni- 
versity School of Hygiene and Pub- 
lic Health. Their study, published in 


“Human Biology,” cited the tremend- 
ous population increase of the last 
300 years as a possible basis of some 
of the unsolved complexities and 
problems of the modern age. 

Pearl and Gould show the average 
density of world population now is 
about 40 persons to the square mile, 
approximately that of the United 
States, but that in reality only a 
little more than five per-cent. of the 
land area of the earth contains 52.5 
per cent. of its population. This con- 
gestion of people in big cities and 
thickly settled areas suggested to 
them an aggravation of some of the 
already present problems of civiliza- 
tion. 

“Somebody,” they wrote, “must. 
haul to them what they eat, what 
they wear, what protects them from 
the rigors of the physical environ- 
ment. Now, hauling means of sub- 
sistence is a _ service activity, for 
which somebody must be paid in the 
absence of a system of slavery. 

“The aggregate economic burden 
so added to the business of human 
living on the earth, however skill- 
fully and intelligently it may be done, 
is an extremely large one. It seems 
bound in principle to become still 
greater if the tendency to uneven- 
ness of population distribution over 
the earth's land area... continues to 
increase.” 

In this connection, the study re- 
ferred to “a very rough estimate” 
that two and a half acres are needed 
to support a human being. The fact 
that this estimate implies “good 
land” and so great an area must be 
spanned to provide for the peoples of 
the great cities suggested increasing 
difficulty with the vexing tasks of 
“transportation and distribution.” 

The scientists pointed out that the 
startling rapidity of recent popula- 
tion growth means that in the com- 
paratively brief period of 300 years 
the increase had outstripped by near- 
ly five times that of all previous his- 
tory of mankind, estimated at from 
100,000 to 500,000 years. Little won- 
der, the study implied, that civiliza- 
tion is a little groggy and dazed by 
this multiplication of its people. 

The study concluded tentatively 
that the reason for “this great spurt 
of population growth” is the “expan- 
sion of man’s effective universe, as a 
result of scientific discoveries and 
their application,” giving as an ex- 
ample the steam engine and its effect 
upon communication and transporta- 
tion. 


Preservation Of Democracy 


Depends Upon The Power Of The. 
Democratic Press 

Dr. Percival R. Cole, vice-chancel- 
lor of the University of Sydney, Aus- 
tralia, told the Southern. Inter- 
scholastic Press Association that the 
“preservation of all the best ele- 
ments of civilization’’ depended upon 
the power of the democratic press. 

“At the present time,” he said, “in 
a number of European countries the 
sword is definitely stronger than the 
There the press is not permit- 
ted to speak for peace nor even to 
publish facts that are considered to 
be adverse to militarist policies.”

Improved Methods

the improvement in sheep raising 
methods from the time the associa- 
tion was formed 19 years ago, when 
almost 20 per cent of the wool was 
in the reject clas, right up to the 
present time, when there is less than 
1 per cent in the reject class: 

In speaking of methods whereby 
a better grade of fleece may be ob- 
tained, Mr. Benson declared that 
“keeping chafe out of the fleece is 
the easiest and one of the best 
methods of increasing the ‘grade of 
the fleece.” 

Mr. Benson expressed the wish to 
remind the members of the associa- 
tion that they were selling wool in 
the open market, and in direct com- 
petition to the outside world. Fol- 
lowing Mr. Benson’s talk, a question 
period followed.
